DECEMBER 31, 2012; AND 9

 (E) NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (D) OF THIS SECTION, A PERSON 11 

THAT WAS ISSUED A PERMIT BY A COUNTY OR A MUNICIPALITY THAT WILL 12 

EXPIRE DURING THE PERIOD BEGINNING ON JANUARY 1, 2008, AND ENDING ON 13 

DECEMBER 31, 2012, IS REQUIRED TO PAY ANY APPLICABLE RENEWAL OR 14 

PERMIT EXTENSION FEES. 15 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That nothing in this Act shall 16 

affect the authority of the State or any county or municipality to revoke or modify a 17 

permit. The State or any county or municipality may cancel a permit affected by the 18 

provisions of this Act if the State or the county or municipality determines that the 19 

permit presents a threat to the public health, safety, or welfare of its citizens. 20 

 

 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, except as otherwise 21 

provided in this Act, this Act shall be construed to apply retroactively and shall be 22 

applied to and interpreted to affect any permit for construction or development issued 23 

by the State or any county or municipality on or after January 1, 2008, and on or 24 

before December 31, 2012. 25 

 

 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act is an emergency 26 

measure, is necessary for the immediate preservation of the public health or safety, 27 

has been passed by a yea and nay vote supported by three–fifths of all the members 28 

elected to each of the two Houses of the General Assembly, and shall take effect from 29 

the date it is enacted. It shall remain effective through December 31, 2012, and, at the 30 

end of December 31, 2012, with no further action required by the General Assembly, 31 

this Act shall be abrogated and of no further force and effect. 32
